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LOCKING UP THE LAND. 


The Edmonton and Saskatchewan Land 
company is applying to parliament for pow- 
er to wind itself up. This is the most popu- 
lar move that the E. & 8. Co. ever made 
considered by itself. But the company also 
asks for power to convey its lands to share- 
holders in consideration of the surrender of 
their shares. Before lands can be conveyed 
they must be acquired, therefore it must be 
taken for granted that the government has 
seen fit to square accounts with the company 
by giving it picked lands in this immediate 
vicinity in consideration of the cash paid un- 
der the colonization agreement and the al- 
leged expenses incurred in improving and 
colonizing the tract. The company made a 
certain agreement with the government to do 
a certain amount of work and pay a certain 
amount of money for which it was te receive 
a certain amount of land. It never attempt- 
ed the work, paid only a small part of the 
money, and now receives its cheice of land 
not only for the money paid but for money 
expended in inaking improvements which 
are its own property. Ite position is similar 
to that of a men who having taken a home- 
stead an pre-emption has made some im - 
provements and paid part oi. his pre-en ption 
but has never done the residence duties on 
his hom stead, and finds hin.self unable to 
do them and as unable to pay for his pre- 
emption, the government Then allows him 
as much of his pre-emption as he has paid 
cash on ut the rate of 1) $2.25 an acre, and 
as much more atthe same rate as will be 
equal to the value—estin.ated by himself—of 
the improvements nude oi, his homestead. 
What the governnicnt really does with the 
homesteader in such a case is to declare him 
a speculator and seize his land both home 
stead and pre-emption, in provementsand all 
and keep the money paid. The government 
encourages actual settlement by giving pure- 
ly speculative institutions privileges and 
terms which are not accorded the settler, 
locks up che land all arcu:d settlers for ape- 
culators’ Lenefit, and then wondcrs at the, 
falling cf of ims. igration and blames the 
opposition press and politicians. What effect 
the permanent locking up of say forty or fifty 
square miles of selected lands with the hay 
and wood thereon in the immediate vicinity 
of Edmonton in the hands of speculators is 
likely to have upon its future every man can 
judge for himself. tut it may be worth 
while to put roughly in figures the amount 
of loss suffered by resident settlers yearly 
from the presence among them of speculator's 
Jand in the matter of school taxes alore, te 
say nothing of chuych support, improvement 
of roads, the gencril ucvantage of having 
neighbors and the incrvased silue of the 
land. Wild land is assessed at -ay sl in acre, 
or 8640 on an ordinary homestead and pre- 
emption, The schcol tax on this at full rates 
would emount to $6.4). If it were ocupied 
and say 50 acres under cre) , which would be 
valued at at least 85 an acre, the taxes would 
amount to 87.90, The average value of stock 
and buildings on ah . estead ie say $1,600, 
bringing the i tal taxes on an occupied half 
section to about 623 as against $6.40 on an 
unoccupied halfsecticn, a difference on say 
ferty square mile di posed of to the com- 
pany of over $1,300 a yexr on school support, 
which the settlers now have t. pay or the 
echeolsto do without, wich new settlers 
would come in and piy were they allowed 
half the opportunity has been allowed the 
company. Nor is thie all. The occupied 
land in tl e ordinary course of events as ini. 
provements increage is increasing in taxable 
value by the labor of the eccupauts, while 
the speculators’ land only increases in value 
ae the labor on te cupied land causes it 

to. With say every alt. nate half section un- 
occupied, in order to increase the selling 
valve of his owr unimproved land the settler 
must wake so much improvements as shall 


make the unoccupied land adjoining worth 
as much as his own. While if the adjoining 
unoccupied land were occnpied the simple 
tact ol ite occupation would increase the sel. 
nt value of his own, and every improvement 
made by his neighbor would help him. It 
may not be toe late to have the matter recti- 
fied. During the election campaign Mr. Da- 
vis declared himself strongly egainst such 
locking up of lands, He is ina position now 
to give his opinions wei, ht on the right side. 
The people here will be lacking in their duty 
to themselves if they do not take some action 
to bring this proposition ot the K. & 8. Co. 
before him in order that he may bring it be- 
fore the house, and have some settlement 
made with the company less iniquitous, 
less injurious to those who established this 
remote outpost of civilization and have held 
it eo successfully under such adverse circum- 
stances.

Tun fisher es questicn is rapidly becoming 
one of the most serious that Canada has to 
face. It is simply, Shall the people of the 
United States be allowed to trespass on Can- 
andian rights. It is nota question of right 
but one of might. If the principle is once 
admitted that because the the United States 
wills Canada must, then the prospect of a 
Canadian nationality is lost and the name 
Canadian becomes a reproach. Because the 
the people of the United States number 60 
millions and those of Canada only five is no 
reason in itself why Ca: ada should relinquish 
any of its rights. Canada is a part of an em- 
pire far mightier and more populous than 
the United States and asa part of that em - 
pire is no doubt willing to take the conse- 
quences, whatever they may be, of maintain- 
ing its rights. Unfortunately it appears to 
be a question how far the empire is willing 
to go in the mantenance of its rights in 
Canada, but unless its star is really waning 
it is only fair to assume that the empire that 
has time and aguin squandered millions of 
money and bundreds and theusands of lives 
for the liberty of a single subject or the 
maintenance of a principle will not quietly 
submit to wholesale piracy. The proposition 
of the United States congress to cut off all 
connection with Canda asa punishment for 
its unwillingness to give up its righte is ofa 
childish nature, and if carried into effect can 
scarcely fail to result in good to Canada by 
causing Canadians to become wore self- 
reliant. They have depended too much on 
the United States in the past, and it will do 
them good to find that they can live without 
the assistance or permission of their south- 
ern neighbors, as they certainly can—or they 
do not deserve to exist at all. It is gratifying 
to know that with the threat of non inter- 
course or retaliation overhanging Canada the 
first fleet of fish pirates of the season was 
hunted out of Canadian waters by a vessel 
captured last year, and a few round shot 
sent after them to let them know that Cana- 
da at least was not backing down.

Met on Wednesday, April 13th, 4. A. 
Ouimet was elected speaker on motion of 
sir John A. Macdonald without opporition.

corded representation in the senate. The 
coverument measures to be introduced wall 
include amendments to the unte relating to 
government railways, claims against the 
crown, procedure in criminal cases, and the 
Chinese mmigration act. To provide against 
the possible interruption of lake navigation 
funds will be asked for the construction of a 
Sault canal. At a liberal caucus Mr. Blake 
was re-elected leader of the opposition. The 
parliamentary librarians reported that valu- 
able additions had been made during the past 
two ycurs tothe amount of 9,500 volumes, 
and that the total number of volumes was 
120,694. Charlton gave notice of enquiry as 
to the public debt on April lst, 1887; Lander- 
kin and Innes regarding expense of working 
franchise act. Davin was appointed a mein. 
mer of the committee for revising the official 
report of the debates of the house. 

On Frida the public accounts were pre- 
sented. They show to June 30th, 1886, a net 
debt of over 223,000,000, being an increase of 
over $26,000,000, which includes a little over 
$10,000,000 for which land was taken from 
the Canadian Pacific. The expenditures 
during the year on capital account, invest- 
ment and railway subsidies were nearly 
$12,000,000; deposits in savings bank in- 
creased over $4,000,000 last year; the money 
order business was $17,000,000 ; receipts from 
customs over $19,000,000; excise nearly 
$6,009,000 ; total receipts from all sources 
over $33,000,000; increase of receipts $400,000; 
increase of expenditure 34.000, 000, a little 


over three million of which is due to the re- 
bellion. The Winnipeg savings bank shows 
a balance at the end of June close on 8900, 000. 


The dues collected in Manitoba, which in- 
cludes Brandon, Calgary and York Factory, 
for customs were over 3400,000 ; other reven- 
ues nearly 88,000. Keceipts on account of 
North-West lands were $176,795, of which

Each tender must, in addition to the sig. 
nature of the tenderer, be signed by two 
sureties acceptable to the department, tor 
the r performance of the centract. 

When implements of a particular make are 
mentioned it is because the articles an de- 
signed suit the Department for the 
required better than others; in such cases 
the competition between tenderers wet, of 
course, be in the transportation to the 
place of delivery. 

In all cases where transportation may be 
only partial by rail, contractors must make 
proper rransements fer supplies to be for- 
warded at once from railway stations to their 
destination in the Government Warehouse at 
the point of delivery. 

Tenderers will please note carefully the fol- 
lowing conditions— 

1. Supplies will not be paid for until the 
De partinent has been assured of the gat - 
isfactory delivery of each article for 
which pay ment is claimed. 

2. No tender for supplies of a description 
different in that given in the index will 
be censidered, and supplies which are 
found, on delivery, to be of a kind or 
quality different to those described, will 
be rejected by the agents of the Depart- 
ment; and the contractor and his sure- 
ties will be held responsible for any lose 
entailed on the department through 
failure to deliver in accordance with 
terms of contract. 

8. It must be distinctly understood that 
supplies are to be delivered at the vari- 
ous puints for the prices named in the 
tender ; that no additional charge 4 4 
packing or any other account will be 
enter l uined, and that an invoice must 
accompany each separate delivery of 
supplies. An invoice for each separate 
delivery must aleo be sent to the Pepart- 
ment of Indian Affairs at Ottawa, and 
onc to the Indian Commissioner at Re- 
gina, if the supplies are for the North- 
West Territories. When the supplies are 
for points in the Manitoba Superintend- 
ency the triplicate invoice should be sent 
to E. McColl, Winnipeg. 

4. Prices must be given for articles to be 
delivered at each point of delivery named 
in the Schedule for each article for which 
a tender is submitted, and not an aver- 
age price for each article at all points of 
delivery; no tender based on a system 
of averages will be considered. 

5. Tenderers should understand that they 
must bear the cost, not only of sending 
their samples to the department of Indi- 
an Affairs, but also freight charges in- 
curred in returning such samples to the 
tenderer. es 

6. When supplies are to be delivered equal 
to sample,” tenderers should understand 
that the sample is to be seen either at 
the Departmen’ of Indian Affairs, at the 
ottice of the Indian Commissioner at Re- 
gina, at the office of the Inspector in 
charge at Winnipeg, or any one of the 
undermentioned Indian Agencies.
